Subject: Reassignment of Responsibility - Authority to Execute Patent Related Documents 

Under the authority provided me as Director of Los Alamos National Laboratory, I am hereby 
reassigning to each of you as Laboratory Counsel and Office Leader for Intellectual Property the 
authority to execute on behalf of the University certain documents relating to patents and other 
intellectual property matters. This memorandum vests you with power of attorney and authority to 
execute documents relating to patent and intellectual property matters arising from the University's 
management of the Los Alamos National Laboratory. 

Your authority to execute patent-related documents includes, but is not necessarily limited to 
authority to execute patent evaluation documents, documents related to the patenting process 
administered by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office and other governments' patent agencies, 
elections to retain title to subject inventions, petitions to DOE for waiver of title to subject 
inventions, patent assignment forms, patent rights clauses not involving licensing of subject 
inventions, and releases of University rights in subject inventions to inventors. However, your right 
to execute patent-related documents does not include the right to execute patent licenses, which I 
have retained, or the right to execute confidentially or nondisclosure agreements on behalf of the 
University or the Laboratory, which has been assigned to the Industrial Business Development 
Office. 

The authority to execute patent-related documents granted to you is subject to the restrictions set 
forth in this memorandum and on any limitations on my authority imposed by the University. In 
particular, you may not execute releases of subject inventions to inventors without my prior express 
approval. Before such approval will be granted, I will need to have memorandum setting forth the 
reasons why it should be granted.
